Reg.- Reversal of decision taken by earlier Council 
of Ministers w.r.t. the regularisation of 
services of Full Time Teachers on contract 
basis who have/had completed five (05) years 
of service. 


The Centrally Sponsored Scheme of Vocationalisation 
of Education at+2 stage was introduced in the State 
of Goa from the Academic Year 1988-1989, with an 
objective of providing diversification of educational 
opportunities so as to enhance individual employability, 
reduce mismatch between demand and supply for 
skilled manpower and to provide an alternative for 
those pursuing higher education. 


Presently, there are around sixteen (16) 
Vocational Courses in operation in forty eight (48) 
Higher Secondary Schools in the State. Prior to 1998-99 
full time teachers were appointed on regular basis. 
But from the academic year 1998-99 full time 
teachers were appointed on contract basis with the 
contract renewed every year at the beginning of 
each academic year. 


Later, the Council of Ministers in its Cabinet 
Meeting held on 11-11-2016 resolved to regularize 
the services of twenty one (21) Full Time Vocational 
Teachers on contract basis, who have completed 
five years of service as on 11-08-2015. In future also 
Full Time Vocational Teachers on contract basis 
would be regularized after completing five (5) years 
of service. 


Since 1998, the Government of Goa has already 
achieved its required targets in Vocational Courses 
and accordingly, the present Council of Ministers in 
its LIV Cabinet Meeting held on 28th August, 2024 


at 11:30 a.m. under the Chairmanship of the Chief 
Minister in the Cabinet Meeting Room, Assembly 
Complex, Porvorim resolved to accord approval to 
the proposal for the partial reversal of the decision 
taken by the Council of Ministers in the XXXXII 
Cabinet Meeting held on 11-11-2016 as mentioned 
above, to the extent that- “In future also the Full 
Time Vocational Teachers on contract basis would 
be regularized after completing five (05) years of 
service” be reversed as, “In future no Full Time 
Vocational Teachers on Contract Basis will be 
regularized in view of the decision of Hon’ble 
Supreme Court in the case of “Secretary, State of 
Karnataka vs Umadevi: 2006 (4) SCC 1” and further 
explained in the case of “State of Karnataka vs M. L. 
Kesari: 2010 (9) SCC 247”, clearly binds the State and 
prohibits regularization.”
